GOOD LAND STILL 
AVAILABLE IN WEST 


Mach Farming Land In Prairie | 
Provinces Still Unoccupled 
There has been great diversity of | 
opinion abcut the amount of good| 
land still available for settlement in 
the West. Possible immigration de- 
pends on that, as does the future of 
the cities and towns, and the easing 
of the overhead ccst of government. 
Of the land that has any agricultural 
value, there are 213,250,000 acres, of 


which 124,000,000 are cecupied and 
89,000,000 unoccupied, according to 
the Canada Year Pook. But some 
respcas'ble pecple think that most 
of the unoccupied land is of little 
Value, and some say that there is 
room for only 206,000 to 30,000) set 
(lers 

A contrary and more hopeful 
opinion, based on an extensive sur- 
vey, is expressed by Mr. E. H. Gur- 
ton, western super ntendent cf the 
C.N.R, Colonization Department. In 


a radio address in the Manitoba Uni- 
versity series, he said that the results 
of the survey by his department in- 


dicated that there were 25,500,000 
acres of good farm land. still un- 
occupied in the fcur western prov- 
inces, and at least 25,000,000 acres 
more that had some agricultural 
value for grazing, wood lots or other 
purposes. His conclusion was that: 


“Western Canada can easily 
double its farming population and 
its agricultural production, With 
the inevitable increase in scien 
tifle knowledge and improvement 
in land use it should even be con- 
servative to plan for a farming 
population three times as large 
as we have at present.”

ZOMBIES GO TO WAR 


The main outcome of the special session of Pavlia- 
ment at Ottawa last week was that a portion of the “Zom- 
bies” would be drafted immedi:tely for overseas service. | 
This announcement apparently ineets with the appreval! 
of many people of Canada, and with the majoviiy of the 
the people in Western Canada. In effect the announcement 
by Prime Minister King is that conscription is a c‘eality 
in Canada now, after five vears of war, and within the 
next thirty days the first contingent of “Zombies” or call- 


ups for home defence, will leave for the battlefronts over: | 
seas. 

From reports emanating from most parts of 2 
country, the majority of “Zombies” are not coniplaiung 

of the new ruling of the government, but as in all ervoups, 

a few members of the home defence army have rebelled 

at the idea of oversens service, 

The home defence army numbers many thousands 
and from the favourable outcome of hostilities it is ap- 
parent now that Canada does not need a large army of 
soldiers to suard the country at the present thine. On the 
other hand, reinforcements are needed for oversens, and 
the “Zombies” can fulfill this need. They have all had their 
basic training as well as special training, and no soldier 
will go oversens unless he is properly trained to take his 
part in the final battle. 

The Prime Minister is to he commended on his belated 
stand on the conscription issue. He is experiencing some 
discord amongst his cabinet ministers, who oppose the 
plan, but in the main he has the backing of the Canedian | 
public as a whole, and it is to be hoped that the order wil! | 
eventually he expanded to take in all the men necesse1 
to fill the ranks of the Canadian Army Overseas.
